A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


August 10, 1983 
Dear Fellow Missourians: 

Fiscal Year 1984 began with an encouraging sign that economic recovery is 
underway in Missouri, in that state general revenue receipts for July rose 45 
percent or $39 million above collections of July a year ago. 

The monthly state financial report, indicates 126.6 million dollars in state 
general revenue was collected in July, compared to 87.5 million dollars in July 
of 1982. 

Leading the way with a 25 million dollar jump over July 1982 levels, were 
individual income tax collections, totalling almost 59 million dollars for this 
July. However, let me caution that the large hike in individual income tax col- 
lections is due in part to a change in reporting requirements by the Missouri 
Department of Revenue. 

Even with these encouraging signs, Missouri’s serious fiscal problems will 
not fade away. We will continue to suffer cash-flow problems as in the past. 
But this apparent upturn in tax collections may lessen the problems. 

July is normally the slowest month of the fiscal year for general revenue col- 
lections. Receipts for July of last year were unusually weak, even below July 
levels of the three previous years. That’s why we should be careful not to inter- 
pret this July’s results as a definite trend. But coupled with a good report last 
month, it is an encouraging sign that Missouri’s economy may be on a surge 
upward. 

Sales and use tax receipts increased $10 million dollars in July over the 
same period a year ago, totalling almost 42 million dollars for the month. 

Corporate income tax collections jumped 1.9 million dollars over July of 
1982, totalling almost 7.3 million dollars for the month. And other state reve- 
nue sources increased 2 million dollars this July, compared to the same period 
a year ago, totalling about 18.5 million dollars for this month.
